Victorian Poets 
'Gone' Long Before 
Today's Beatniks 

Twentieth-century beatniks, who 
are “angry” with their society, are 
nothing new. The 19th century 
produced its social rebels, such as 
Alfred Lord Tennyson, John Keats, 
Percy Bysshe Shelley, and Oscar 
Wilde, according to an article in a 
new University of Tennessee pub¬ 
lication. 

Just published by the F T Press, 
the current issue o f “Tennessee 
Studies in Literature” concentrates 
on the Victorian period which pro¬ 
duced these non-conforming poets. 

This Victorian group of poets 
never wore the label, “Beat Gener¬ 
ation,” but many of them were in¬ 
cluded in a movement called the 
“Nineteenth - Century Cult of In¬ 
action.” Their philosophy is dis¬ 
cussed by Clyde de L. Ryals, Eng¬ 
lish instructor at the University of 
Pennsylvania, in his contribution 
to “Tennessee Studies.” 

The 19th-century poetic “rebel¬ 
lion against reality” had many of 
its roots in the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion, according to Mr. Ryals. He 
said the “Cult of Inactivity” was 
a protest against the ugliness and 
sordidness of industrial life, and 
a rebellion against the emerging 
industrial society which valued 


production above all else, and con¬ 
sidered the poet a man who ser¬ 
ved no useful purpose whatsoever. 

(By comparison, today’s “Beat 
Generation” spokesmen are pro¬ 
testing against what they call a 
“contradictory and unbearable so¬ 
ciety,” and a “phony middle-class 
culture” which is “overfed, over- 
privileged, and has no room for 
burning virility of mind and spir¬ 
it.”) 

The artistic life was defended by 
Matthew Arnold, another Victorian 
writer, who “railed against those 
who follow a course of ‘action with¬ 
out sufficient light, action pur¬ 
sued because we like to be doing 
something and ... do not like the 
trouble of thinking’,” Mr. Ryals 
wrote. 

The philosophy of poets like 
Keats and Tennyson, who believed 
that a detached world of imagin¬ 
ation was essential for poetic exer¬ 
cise, was taken to more extreme 
lengths by Oscar Wilde. Wilde, 
called the “high priest of the Cult 
of Inaction” by Mr. Ryals, develop¬ 
ed the theory that “it is more diffi¬ 
cult to talk about a think than to 
do it, and ... to do, nothing at 
all is the most difficult thing in 
the world.” 

A realistic Victorian poet, Rob¬ 
ert Browning, is appraised by Dean 
Kenneth L. Kickerbocker of the 
U-T College of Liberal Arts in one 
of five articles on Victorian writ¬ 
ers appearing in “Tennessee Stu¬ 
dies.” Tennyson is further discus¬ 
sed in an article by Prof. Edgar

The president may base his mas¬ 
oning on sound logic. Perhaps 
there are too many minor activities 
at Iowa SUte. This is for tha Stu¬ 
dents of that institution to dedda. 

However, we feel the question is 
a pertinent one, applicable to all 
colleges and universities. Undeni¬ 
ably, there is a trend toward spec¬ 
ialized learning and away from tha 
liberal education which moulded 
our fathers. 

De-emphssis is one of the moat 
popular words on college campuses 
today. College students concen¬ 
trate on facts. Their knowledge is 
narrowed by specialization. Those 
activities, once considered esmo- 
tial, which help round students into 
broad, personable adults, am slip¬ 
ping from the scene. 

Likewise, those courses which 
were the foundation of the liberal 
arts education no longer receive 
the attention they once did. Edu¬ 
cation is geared to the specialist 
who is only interested in devouring 
essential facts. 

The result, at best, is unsatisfac¬ 
tory. Few educated men walk from 
the graduation stage these days— 
men whose knowledge entitled 
them to the respect and company 
of all classes of society. 

Today, we produce men, narrow 
in scope, who function apart from 
the world. They are experts in 
their individual fields, but lack 
training in human understanding 
needed to establish rapport with 
other members of society. 

They write narrowly of limited 
subjects. They speak only the jar¬ 
gon of their speciality. They think 
in terms o f fields rather than 
worlds. 

We do not argue against the lim¬ 
iting of certain activities at a par¬ 
ticular school. However, we do 
reject the thinking behind the gen¬ 
eral movement to restrict students 
to academic pursuits. 

Activities, certainly, have their 
place in an intellectual atmosphere. 
They perform a valued service in 
helping produce the well-rounded 
graduate who understands himself 
and his community as well as his 
profession.

Why does a person leave his 
bride of ten days to board a North¬ 
west Orient Airlines plane and 
travel a distance of 7000 miles to 
Korea, ancient “land of the morn- 
j ing calm?” When asked this ques¬ 
tion in a recent interview, Bill 
Brinley. after a moment’s pause, 
said, “that's what my wife wanted 
to know." 

On June 30th of this past sum¬ 
mer. Bill did leave his bride of 
ten days, the former Miss Ann 
Howell, and traveled 7000 miles 
to Korea for the purpose of visit¬ 
ing his parents whom he hadn’t 
seen in two years. Bill’s father is 
affiliated with the United States 
State Department. Office of Mis¬ 
sions. as advisor to the Korean 
government on boilers. Although 
he has held this position for only 
two years, he has been in the Far 
East for six years. 

Upon his arrival in Seoul, Korea, 
Bill was greeted by his parents and 
the assistant chief of staff of the 
Republic of Korea Army, who pre¬ 
sented him with a lei of flowers, 
a welcoming gesture which usually 
only dignitaries receive. 

Among the many attractions and j 
scenic places Bill visited while in 
Seoul was the “Wongak-sa Thea-1 


ter.” This is a theater in which one 
may view a colorful assemblage of 
native Korean dancers and at the 
same time listen to the weird mus¬ 
ic of their crude, mostly stringed 
instruments. 

In his description of this “land 
of thatched huts, mountainous gar¬ 
dens and rice paddies,” Bill 
brought out the point that Korea 
is a country with a very old and 
backward civilization. Most of its 
agriculture is by manual labor, 
and some of the methods which 
were practiced 3000 years ago are 
still in use today. This is evidenc¬ 
ed by the fact that in the harvest¬ 
ing of grain, the scythe is used to 
cut the stalks of grain, and the 
chaff and grain are separated by 
the ancient method of winnowing. 

According to Bill, living condi¬ 
tions are poor in Korea, and due 
to sanitary conditions which re¬ 
sulted in bombing during the Ko¬ 
rean War, one must boil his drink¬ 
ing water to prevent dysentary. 
Even so, this is not practiced by 
all the native Koreans. Although 
the Korean moral standard seems 
to be high, it is not uncommon to 
see nude children playing in the 
streets. These same streets, be¬ 
sides being for the purpose of trav¬ 
el, serve as a garbage dump where 
a person may throw anything he 






Mrs. Brinley, when azked how 
she would like to live in Kbrea, 
stated that she would like to visit 
the country, but she would not 
like to live there, as American 
women are never allowed on the 
streets of Korea unaccompanied. 
Perhaps this one fact is the reason 
very few American women live in 
this “land of the morning calm.”

As far as improving over last 
year, Coach Burdette feels sure 
that the team has improved but 
that it is too early to predict the 
number of games that we will win 
or lose. 

The team's debut will be Novem¬ 
ber 20 here at Martin when they 
play Arkansas College. Coach Bur¬ 
dette said that he and the team 
would like to have the whole stu¬ 
dent body there to cheer the team 
on. 


With the football season fast 
coming to a close, if is very inter¬ 
esting to hear the opinions of the 
"experts” around the area express 
their opinions on why we have a 
record of four losses and only two 
wins. Of course you can always 
expect to hear criticism of the 
coaches and the individual players 
when you are losing. As long as 
others are expressing their opin 
ions, I may as well take this medi¬ 
um to express mine. 

First of all most people do not 
realize that we are playing with 
a “very young ball club”. If you 
will stop and think about our usual 
starting line up you will encounter 
only a few experienced names, 
such as Fowler, Lane, Bayless and 
Thompson. The starters are com 
posed of no one older than a sopho 
more in the line. In the backfield 
it has been two seniors with the 
other two positions filled by fresh¬ 
men and sophomores. 

It is the consensus of the foot¬ 
ball men of knowledge, that you 
are not supposed to win playing 
with a ball club this young. Possi¬ 
bly the reason losing this year has 
been so hard for us followers to 
take, is that we have become ac 
customed to winning over the past 
two or three years. During this 
period we have compiled a record 
of 13 victories, 1 loss and 1 tie. 

Always to be taken into consid¬ 
eration is the caliber of your op¬ 
position. For several years we 
have been at a standstill in our 
schedule. But, now we are pick¬ 
ing up much stronger opposition 
which is a good indication of our 
expanding athletic program. Next 
year the schedule will be even 
tougher and will be a surprise to 
many when they see the line-up. 

Looking back over the season 
thus far, we could easily have a 
record of 5-1. Actually there was 
only one game that we were beat 
en—Delta State. The other three 
games were given away by a few 
costly mistakes. Most teams are 
allowed two mistakes a game with¬ 
out being hurt but not the Vols. 
It seems that just two mistakes in 
each game has given our oppon 
ents the advantage they needed. 

Thinking of each game can re¬ 
call how these mistakes cost up. 
In the Arkansas State game, a fum¬ 
ble and a pass interception set up 
their two touchdowns. The Howard 
game was the real heartbreaker as 
the Vols were only one yard away 
from a T.D. when a fumble gave 
them the game. At Georgetown a 
fumble on the eighteen yard line 
and another on the two set up two 
t.d.’s. 

The coaching staff has done a 
tremendous job with such a young 
club that has been plagued by in¬ 
juries all season. The boys have 
given it all they had. I don’t think 
anyone will dispute my saying , 
I that in the Howard game we saw 
the best game ever played on the 
college field. 

In this article I am not trying to 
make excuses for the team, just 
pointing out a few things I think 
we should remember when we 
think of this season. Excuses never 
win.

Lane to halfback Bill O’Connor, 
the Vols scored when O’Connor car 
ried the ball the remaining five 
yards for six points.

Georgetown then at the start 
of the second quarter marched 85 
yards to score, but their attempt 
at the extra point was no good, 
and the Vols still led by a 7-6 score.

Ben Mc- 
Farrin then took the ball from 
there and scored for Georgetown 
to put them ahead. This time Bill 
Towne kicked the point after 
touchdown to make the score at 
halftime 13-7. 

In the third quarter the ball 
stayed at about mid-field as neith¬ 
er team was able to muster an of¬ 
fense. 

In the fourth quarter Bob Zach¬ 
ary, Vol right halfback, brought 
the crowd to their feet with the 
longest run of the game, a 38-yard 
jaunt around end to score. Augh- 
inbaugh again kicked the extra 
point to make the score 14-13. 

The Vols stopped the George¬ 
town team’s next drive 15 yards 
short of the goal line, but Towne 
kicked a field goal for 3 additional 
points. 

Georgetown next went to the air 
and quickly completed three pas¬ 
ses. The last being good for 31 
yards to the Vol five yard line. 
Tom Phillips then carried the ball 
over and Townes again kicked the 
Point. The final score was then j 
23-14.

The 
Vol ground gainer, named No. 1 
ground gainer in the nation the 
week before, picked up only 60 
yards in the entire game. The 
Vols were able to muster only 
three first downs.

The Mid 
shipmen always field a very heavy 
team and Vol head football coach 
Robert Carroll said that this year 
is certainly no exception. 

‘‘Memphis Navy runs a powerful 
single-wing attack that features a 
six foot, two, 205-pound tailback 
and a six foot, one, 205-pound full¬ 
back,” Coach Carroll said. 

He went on to say that the Mem¬ 
phis team is playing 500 ball this 
year, winning half its games. He 
said that their passing attack 
would be what he called average, 
but that they had a much better 
than average running attack.

Wild (alt Round-up 
Is Part Of Project 

Members of the Animal Husban 
dry 212 class has recently had their 
regular beef calf project which is 
s part of their grade. 

This project is held at the beef 
barn on the UTMB farm. 

In this project the student has 
full charge of a beef calf for a 
period of two weeks. He feeds and 
waters the calf twice a day and 
spend three two-hour labs a week 
working on the calf. In addition 
the student spends some spare 
time on his calf to have it ready 
for the show. 

The first day of the course the 
students have a round-up to catch 
the calves. These calves have nev¬ 
er been handled and are really 
wild. After the calves are gotten 
into the barn, the class draws lots 
to see who gets first pick. On the 
first day it is normal for someone 
to get a rope on a calf and then be 
dragged around the lot behind a 
wildly running 500-pound animal. 

On the final day in the project 
a show is held to determine which 
student has done the best job of 
fitting and showing his calf, since 
a large part of their grade comes 
from this show, there is fierce com¬ 
petition in the show. An outside 
judge is brought in as judge. 

According to Dr. Starks, this 
competition is one of the outstand¬ 
ing features of the course. 

In the recently completed beef 
project Kent Reasons was first in 
both fitting and showing. Second 
place went to Pat Gay, third place 
to Vivien Gore and fourth place to 
Ed Perryman.
